reſt, I have ( following the example of many Merchants ) 
ſhewed the worſ? firſt, and the beſ# laſt; I meane declared the 

articulars of the Trade of America, as the leaſt and worſt

nage private affaires by Merchandizing , as Merchams or Fators, 
who are led rherero byghe More profit; buralſo to ſuch perſons

motrves are the-publike affaires of Prexces, as Ambaſſadors; or 
pleaſureand delight, &y Travelling , as Gentlemen, whoſe monte 
Za may; be ptoperly-termed cxrzofiry of mindand ſearch of yovelty;

profit of eſtate;and by a providenrt judgement,and a judicious pro 
vidence, ſo manage hi idle houres, and vacant time, that hefic 
his capacity , not onely wiſely toundertake and diſcreetly ro un- 
dergo, but alſo skilfully coperforme rhe greateſt imployments 
thararc incideat to the ſervice of a Stare or Kzgdome, neither is it 
a rare or extraordinary thing to find thoſe thar have had their 
education thus , to have proved not onely good crommon-wealths 
en. but alſo excellent Stateſmen: our own Country hath afforded 
ſome examples in all ages, bur in other Countr:zes many more are 
daily found, for it muſt beacknowledged, that from thzs Schoole 
thoſe ripe and mature judgements have ſprung up ; that in many 
Countries abroad, have given ſufficient teſtimony ro the World of 
their excellent abilities this way : and that the Art of werchan- 
d:zing , together with the frequenting of forraigne Countries, at 
rhe firſt to thatend, hath afterward rather furthered, then any 
way backwardcd their abilities to undertake, and judiciouſly to 
perform che ſame.

Every Mappe or Carde then for the moſt part is commonly 
traced with rwo ſorts of /:z2s or c:rcles, that is Meridians and 
Parallels, the Meridians are either right or Circular lines, paffing 
through both the poles of the World, and are imagined ro be 
drawn right up and down from the headro the foot of the. Hap, 
and called Meridians, becauſe that when rhe Sun cometh ro touch 
any of rhoſe hzes,it is midday to thoſe that dwell under the ſame. 
And Parallels are either right or c:rcalar lines, imagined ro be 
equally diſtancone from another, which doe crofle the aforeſaid 
meridians with right angles ; and in the very midſt of theſe Uni- 
verſall Maps and Cards, are moſt commonly drawn, from head 
to foot a right {z»e , which ſigniherh nor onely the firſt Meridian, 
bur alſo the axlerree of the world , the upper end of which ye is 
call'd the Poleartich, or the North Pole, and the nether end is cal- 
led the Poleantartich, or the Somh Pole, andrhis lixeis croſſed in 
the very midft berwixt the ewo Poles, with another great czrcle, 
or rather right line called the Equinotall; becauſe, that when 
the Sa cometh ro touch this [ze or cercle, the day and night is 
equall chronghout the whole World, the one halfe of which 


lne towards the right hand, ſheweth rhe Eaſt part , and the 0- 
ther 
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ther halfe rowards the lefr hand”, ſheweth the Weſt part of the 
World; ſo as thefe rwo l:nes, the firſt merzd:anand rhe eg winofiall, 
do point out the 4 quarters of the VVorld; Eaft, weft, Northand 
South, from whence the 4. principall winds do blow , betweene 
which wiads are ſet down in all generall Maps, and generally - 
in all Sea-card; the other diviſion. of the winds ; which as nor 
much pertinent to my preſentpurpoſe, I willingly omic.'

large; and therefore from the nniverſall knowledge of aps 
that pointerth our the. generall diviſions of the World, I will - 
come to the particulars compriſed therein , and view rhe ſubd:- 
viſions thereof,as Potencie, Might and Soverazgnite have preſcribed 
rules thereunto. 

This world then, conſiſting as I noted before of foure princi- 
pall parts, and every part conſiſting of ſeverall Empires, King- 
domesand Provinces in which many commodities borh naturall 
andartificiall are found fir for (ommerce, and iraffique, andallo 
wherein are nored to bee divers eminent Cirzes and Townes of 
great concourle, of Shipping, Merchants and Trade; which Trade 
is maintained and driven by the ſaid Commodities and Wares, . 
and by the naturall inclination of Haxkindto inrich themſelves 
by, Invention, and Time ; hath deviſed the Ar: of HMerchands- 
zing, and by meanes of weights, Meaſures, Coines , Exchanges 

and eAccompt-keeping , have drawne the ſame to certaine 
heads and principalls, which in this MAPPE OF 
COMMERCE I ſhall indeavour to demon- 
ſtrate: Bur before I fall ro particulars, 
it 1s requiſite I ſhould fiſt ſay 
ſomewhar of the ſame 
in generall. 
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Ofthe Art of Merchandizing and the generall 
parts thereof, 


FERCHANDIZING (truly confideredin it ſelf, 

and rightly praiſed) may well beſaid tobe an art 

| or ſczence invented by zngenious mankind, for the pub- 

like good, commoditie and welfare of all Common- 

wealths ; torthereby ſome places and Kengdomes are 

ſupplyed and furniſhed with thoſe needle chings, whereof Na- 

ture her ſelfe hath proved deficient in, and which in ſome other 

places or Kingdomes hath abounded, tending either to the need, 

ornamenrt,or commodity of humane life,and is performed by ex- 

porting the ſu erfluities, rhatare found 1n the one, to farniſhrthe 

defefts and wants that are foundin the other : and the Arts-men 

that are ſeen thus to pradtiſe and exerciſe the ſame, and which 

doe thus tranſport theſe things from one placeto another, are ge- 

nerally known tous and commonly termed by the name of Mer- 

chants, and the things themſclves wherewith they negoczate and 
traffique are rermed merchandizes Or commodiries. 

Merchandizing then of zr {elf in effet is nothing elſe but 
(ommutation, bargaining, contratting or exchanging of one man with 
another,and by grving by one, ſo much of one thing or commodity, to have 
of the other , ſo much and the like value, of ſome one other differing com- 
moduy elſe ; and the :hings them ſelves ſubje& ro this commutatiop, 
or exchanging, are principally oblervedin all places to be rwo; firſt 
wares or goods,and ſecondly moneys or coyne; which ewoare uſually 
obſerved to be contracted and bargained for, in three ſeveral 
diſtint manners. 

The firſt is goods for goods , and this is termed barreriyg. The 
ſecond is goods for m7?) , andchis is termed bargaznzng , and the 
third is money for money, and this is properly amongſt Merchants, 
(in theſe dayes termed) exc-argzng, trom whence it proceederh ; 
and may be concluded,that all-zerchantzle attaires and commercelife 
negotiations may be diſtinguiſhed into three kzxds or ſorts, that 
is, into Bartering, commonly called Trucking ; Bargazning , com- 
monly called b»y:»g and ſel;yg; and into returning of moneyes from 
one place to another by b:{s, commonly called Exchanging. 

The firſt of th: ſe was raught ro mankind by neceſſity, who to 
provide himſelf of things that were needfull, gave in/zewand in 
Truckerthereofand forthe ſame, the things whereof he had ſtore 


andplenty : The ſecond kind was found our and invented to faci- 
litate 
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licare rhe firſt; and rhethzrd and /aft ro facilitate the ſecond. | 
- In thetimes of old amongſt us, and yerin theſe dayes in many *=***'"s- 
placcs of America, Aſia and Africa, rthefirſt manner of Bartering 

was and is yer'inule and praftiſed, where though gold and ſilver 

and braſſe was norknown nor accounted asa ſtamped cozxe, yerir 

was then both here, and is ſtill chere heldin greater eſtimation 

then was any other commodzty or mettall ; the which Homer in- 
ferreth: in his relation of the:'770jax Warre, where hementionerh 

that Achelles his golden Armour, was valued in barter at one haze 

dred Oxen, and that the brafſe Armour of Diomedes was valued in 
barter but at nine: But Man in proceſle of time, finding it too 

roo difficult aching, and roo too troubleſome a bulines, to carry 
about him, all chings rhus barrer'd and rrucked from one place ro 
another, chofe out'oxe ſixgular thing ; which as a common ſtandard 

or meaſure, ſhould countervaile and be in Value as all other 
things,and which ſhould be received and accounted of in paymext, 
ſatisfaftzon,and equrialencie to all others, and rhe things thus cho- 

ſen andeſtimated, was gold, filverand braſſe, the moſt excellenc 

of Metrals, which-being chen aud fince, by the aurhority of Prin- 

ces; dividedinto'greac and(mall peeces; andinto ſeverall and di- 
ſtin&'partsand denominations, was ſtamped and coyned with

--and becauſethat ten of thoſe pieces was then called a denter, 
cherefore it is, tharuniverſally all fuch moneys are ſtill calied by 
the:Latines 'Denary - this being then the o79gznall of AMoneys , 
afterward camero be coined both of ſilver, hnd gold; as I ſhall 
moreat large have occaſion.to demonſtrate in the Chapter of o- 
nes in this following Treariſe. 

This firſt ſorr'of erchandizing or Commerce then, as T ſaid g,yiining. 
before ,- rermed 'Bar:ering or Trucking , of one commodity for : 
another, begar conſequently by the meanes of moxeys , the ſecond 
manner of zeg 0114/10, whichis- buying and ſelling ; or bargaining; 
for all Merchans that would tranſport commodities from 9ne 
Countrey orplace-to-another, to efftet the ſame, neededeither 
other commodiries; wherewirh to barter andſo toprocure them, 
or money and ſo ro buy them; and therefore to facilitate Merchan- 
d:zing, and trotake away the incommodiry anddanger of the car- 
riage of moxeys,- about a man, orfromplacetoplace; A meane 
wasSinvented to. have the fame in what Countrey a man pleaſed, 
without trouble or danger of the tranſport, carridges or rigor 
thereof; and this was found to be beſt performed by exchange, Exchanging, 
which is the thzrd ſort of commutation; the which is noted ro be no 
other then the giving of ſo mech »0zeys in one place to one, who 


ſhould cauſc irto be againe repaid in another place by another 
X C for 
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for him ; as for example, Edward hath here in Loxdop one thou- 
ſand poupds, and deſireth to remit che ſame, or haveitinthe 
hands of Joſeph, who reſideth in Yenzce ; and Lodowick# hath one 
chouſand pounds in Yenice, inthe cuſtody and hands of Thomas, 
which he would ger, receive, and recover out and have them 
here:ir happenerh chat Edward meeteth with Lodowzcke, to whom 
he deliverech andpayerh the ſaid one thouſand pounds, and there- 
upon Zodowickewriterhro Thomas, that he pay the ſaid thonſand 
pounds to Joſeph,and thus each party come to be both ſatisfhiedand 
accommodated; by which it may be diſcerned, thar in all ex- 
changes, there is concluded rwo paymettts, two places, and fours 
diſtin& perſons; as hewho payerh inthe one place, and he who 
receiveth in che other; and he who receiveth inthe one place, 
and he who payeth in the other; and from hence it conſequencly 
followerth, that no man canrem, except there be another to 
draw, nor no man can in the ſecondplace receive, except there be 
another authorized to pay.

Exchanges In this manner then came in uſe the originall of exchaxges,pur- 
—_ 2 poſely invented to accommodate Trade and Commerce, the which 
Pe res. * at firſt was praftiſed withour either benefic or loſſe , orany other 
ſons thereof. conſideration; and to render againe the (elf ſame ſummeandpar- 

cell as was received : but inprocefle of rime it: cameto be confi- 


dered, thatthe giver or deliverer of the money came both to 


loſe a cerrain ſpace in time ere the fame was repayd, and did 

alſo run a certain riſgoe in the payment chereof , whichrthe re 

ceiver or drawer injoyed, and profited by ; and therefore it was 

held reaſonable thar the deliverer ſhould have ſome fruit and 
benefit, in requitall and ſarisfation thereof, which afterward 
occaſioned rhar the ſecond payment 'came to be ſomewhar grea- 
rer then the former; and that in conſideration: rhereof . ok 
ſhould be reſtored, more then was received : The indeavour of 
this gainethen hath converted exchanges ſince into an art or ay- 
fterie, froni whence ir proceedeth, that many are found ar this day 
to remit and delever moneys, to the intent, to have the ſame retor- 
ned with benefit, and not fora needor neceffity.to have it more 
in oneplacethen in another; andniany againe are found to be 
takersand drawers, tiot with intent to withdraw or recover their 
»oney, from another perſon , or place; but ro ſerve themſelves 
and their occaſions with that of others, for a cerraine time , pay- 
ingand allowing for the ſame, that conſideration and intereſt as 

is agreed u PQn: and covenanted berween them; which really and 
in effect is nothing elfe but a cerraine kind of permitted Uſury, and 
rherefore by ſome accounred as a thing unlawfull, t by 
many, and by the common and received praftife of the World, 
itis upheld and maintained with many ſolid reaſons and ſubftan- 
tiall arguments; beſiges which, itis conſiderable, and peradven- 
ure it may well be granted, rhat ifit were not, that there is by 
chis 
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this ar: and myſterie, againeandprofi made therof, very few ex- 
changes would preſent ; becauſe that draughrs and remittances 
would in this nature bur ſeldome happen, that would or might 
any way be available ro Traffique and Commerce, andlefſe be- 
nefir would conſequently redoand ro the publike and univerſall 
Commerce of Kingdomes; and therefore though the intention of 
articular exchanges, be not alwaies found good herein, yet the 
generall good ette& which z: producerh, and that proceederh 
therefrom, is in z: ſelf and inthe true uſe and cuſtome thereof borh 
approved and laudable. | 

Now inthe firſt ſort of commutation, which I terme bartering, Things conſi- 
many things do happen conſiderable and neceflary in the ar: of rg om 
Merchand:zing,the rſt is rhe knowledge as well in the commodity, W 
thus to be delivered, as 1n the commodity ſo ro be received: next 
a knowledge in reſpe& of the value and preſent requeſt and eſti- 
mation of both; then in reſpe& of the qualzty, whether ir be laſting 
and durable, or impairing and periſhable; and laſtly in reſpe& of 
the property, whether it be of it ſelfe naturall and growing, or Ar- 
rificiall , and made by the hand and induſtrie of man; and /aftly in 
reſpeRt-of the quantzty , whether plentifull and in aboundance, 
or ſcarce and in few hands, 

Inthe ſecond ſort of commutatzon, which I terme bargayning, Or Things conli- 
buying and ſelling, are likewiſe beſides the above mentioned, derableinBar- 
theſe particulars tobe well known and conſidered; firſt a know- 
ledgehow the commodiry is either bought or (old, as either by 
werght, as are ponderous commodities, or as by Concave or long 
meaſures , as are commodities of length, or commodities ſold or 
l:quid;rhe nie", of which wezghts and meaſures,is in like man- 
ner perfetly to be known, and really to be anderſtood;-and then 
the ficeneſſe, goodnes and currant valuation of the money of the 
place;isalſorto be known, 'and perfeQly and rightly to be found 
out and diſtinguiſhed, that the bargaine may appeare to be made 
the more juſtly,equally, and conſcionablie between both parties; 
and for the needfull circumſtances obſerved in bargaining , theſe 
foure things are conſiderable, as having neceſſary dependances 
upon. 

Firſt, a Merchant muſt know what to bargaznefor, and under Prncipally 
this the knowledge of the commodity ir ſelfe is comprehended. foure. 
Secondly, how to bargazne, and under this the knowledge of the 
weights and meaſures in the generall is compriſed. Thzrdly, when 
to bargaine , and under this the fir and proper ſeaſons of bargaz- 
ing are generally included. Fourthly, with whom to barg azne, 
and under this point is comprehended, the perſon and parry in- 
rereſſed;tharrequires the accompliſhmear or credit in the bargazr.

Now foraſmuch as maay of theſe atore mentioned points may 
as well be included within the myſtery of ſome ſubordinate tradeſ- 
men, as comprchended within rhe bounds of the Art of Merchan- 
dizing ;[ ſhall nor need ro inſiſt farther thereupon, onely heere 
inſert ſome other principall parts and points more aptly com- 

riſed within the particular limits of :h#s Sczence, which in briefe 
I will only nominare, as fitly ſerving for an Induftion to this pre- 
ſent MAP OF COMMERCE, and as being the proper in- 
ſtruments,wherewith alſo this Ar; of Merchandizing is prattiſed, 

I have noted before that Merchandrzing principally confiſterh

Th:rdly.zt muſt have wealth and riches, as finewes for zts 
imployment, in private and publike affaires; and rhis is rhe pro- 
per taske and duery ofthe r:<h and emnent inhabitants of this Ci- 
ty. Fourthly,zt muſt have Juſtice for criminall and civill caſes, ro 
uniſh the bad and reward the good ; and this is the proper taske 
and duetic of Counſellors and Senators of State.

Now 
chough many Cities are ſeen ſomerimes defeftive, in ſome 'of 
cheſeparts, and are not ſo well furniſhedasrhis rule and the ex- 
anes of a compleare Citie requireth; yet ir is daily manifeſted 
to the judicious and learned in polzczes of State, and government 
of commonwealths, that Merchants, and ſuchas exerciſe rhe 'trade 
of Merchandizing in Cities, do ſupply by their indeavours and 
abilities by rrafÞque, moſt of thoſe other parts and helpes here 
before ſpecified; and which areor may be found deficient and 
wanting therein.For ſerting aſide the worſhipand ſervice ofGod, 
which is onely fit and proper to Dzwznes and Chaurch-men : The 
perſon and purſe of the Merchant ſupplies in a faire meaſure, all 
the other parts beforementioned; for firſt the Merchants Navi- 
gation and rraffique, is ſeen ro ſupply the Ciry with corre, grazne, 
cloth, Kc. andallmannerof proviſion, both for back and belly, 
delighrand ornament, rending either to pleaſure or need; and 
this way he performes the part of the Husbandman and Shepheard;

Thirdly, Pecunia is derived 4 Pecade, of cattle, ſheep, and Oxen, © © 
wherein was ſaid roconfift the wealth ofthe ancicnrs,and where- 
on the figure thercof was ſtamped; and is conſtrued to be all 
manner of living Creatures,wanting the forme of Man : and ſome 
hold that the name of money Gonifiech , notonely money numbred 
or told, but alſoall things that are contained in the World;aſwell 
moveable as immoveable,liquid as ſolid;and in'generall all things 
whatſoever men have upon the earth. 

From theſe three names and kinds grew firſt amongſt the Ro- 
manes a particular diſtintion, and nomination of the quality of 
the ſpeczes, as they were currant in worth and eſteeme amongſt 
them : for they had then in uſe certaine moneys of copper , alwell 
as the others of filverand gold : and becauſe every piece of the 
flver was in valew ten pieces of the copper, it was called Denarime, Penarij. 
and becauſe every piece of golx! was worrh 10. pieces of ſhver, the 
ſame wasalſo called Denar:w;and thus for diſtintion fake,other 
Nationsin their cozxes in after ages followed their example; and 
our Engliſh woxeys came to have the apellation of ftarlzxg, and ro 
be diſtinguiſhed into pounds, ſhillings and pence, as ſome ſay from 
the efterl;»s that were in times paſt rhe maſters of our mime, and 
the refiners of our cozxes, which yet holdeth rhis name, and by —— 
which the ſame is knowne throughour all Ezrope.

The generall knowne merhode and beſt forme is by 
the laudable and excellent way of Debtor and (rediutor, firſt in- 
vented in /talie, and now generally pratiſed by moſt part ofthe 
eminent Merchants of Europe, received for the moſt abſolute, beſt, 
and trucft methode of accounts that hirherro hath been found our 
and invented, which here to ſer downe would challenge a Vo- 
lame by it ſelfe yer ſuch is the neceſhtie of chis knowledge, thar 
every Merchant ſhould by the rules of his profeſhon, be well ver- 
ſed and ſeene therein; the grounds whereof being univerſally 
knowne anddaily raughr , [ referre to my good friends, Maſter 
Raphe Handſon, and Maſter Valentin Markham, who are both ex- 
cellent, andexcellently learned therein; concluding this place 
with 4.principall rules required, andnor to be omirced by ſuch 
as have to doe, and praQtiſe accounts in Merchandizing. 

Firſt, it is required that in his accoun-keepirg, he wrire aZand 
ſingular the paſſages thereof, and therero belonging, wich all cir- 
cumftances of rime, price,and other condirions,in every bargaine, 
contra, adventure, receipt of goods, ſales, &c. in which though 
there ſhould afterward appeare an ercour, cirher by ciſorderly 
charging,or by over or under chargeng, yet it will cafily at a ſecond 


view be both corre&ged and amended. 
Secondly, Ir is required that he never come behind hand with 


his accounts, by letting the ſame run over-long, for being daily fi- 
niſhed the trouble will be nothing, bur being a while neglected, 
a man is ſtill found ro be the loather and loather to goe in hand 
therewith , and thus growing more loath every day than other, 
when neceſfitie conſftrainerh him, cicher heis inforced ro mumble 
them up to his owne prejudice, or to calt chez off, and ronegle& 
them altogerher to his owne ſhame and undoing.

for fr:zes, cottens and the like,which in many other Countries is 
allo obſervable. And as for meaſures in the generall, Ir isa recei-

became to be hence produced, as we (ee it in uſe inthe meaſuring 
o ftzmber, ftones and ſuch like commodities : neither yer was com- 
merce ſatisfied herewith; for the ingenious Merchant foundir ſtill 
defeftive, and therefore to have it yet more perfect, invented the 
art of concave meaſures,that ſhould ſerve aſwell for dry as for liquid 
commodities, as it is ſeen praQtiſed ar this day for on riceand 
ſuch like commodiries; and for oyles, wines waters, lzquors and ſuch 


like commodities , ſerting by this way by artand invention, in 
moſt of theſe commodities, a concordance of meaſure with weeght,

The infinite variety of which paſſerh any one mans judgement 
perfealy to know and diſtinguiſh, becauſe that Natzre and Art 
jo all Countries and places _— into the world ſuch change and 
diverſitic, in place, time, uſe and qualiric in all profeſſions, rhar ic 
were 2a worke endlefſe ro ſer downe the natures; condirions and 
properties thereof; rherefore ir hath contented me in all Coun- 
triesand Ces heere colleted, ro nominate only the commod:- 
tzes char the places are obſerved to afford, cirher »aturall or artifie 
cial, either ſtaple or periſhable, wherewirh Merchants are found ro 
negociate, and upon whichir is found that a c#ftome is impoled by 
Prances,and by them ſatisfied accordingly. | 

And yer foraſmuch as many of theſe commod:tzes herein named 
and found throughout the world , may ſeeme ſtrange to ſome not 
well verſedin the generall knowledge therof, and yer this know- 
ledge ſoneceſſary to all thar profeſle Merchandizing, I hold ir 
not improper here, not onely to adde a word or rwo, conducing 
ro this ſo needfull a skill; bur alſo tothe preſervation and rruc 
keeping thereof in their prime goodnes and beauty. 

He that intendeth then by his pen ro teach the theorzque of this 
myſterious part of Commerce muſt needs come ſhort of his ayme: 
I hope I may therfore be well excuſed if I appearedefeRive here- 
in; for I know it is praftice and dayly uſe that maketh a man 
Skil'din this eArt; and many lets and impediments appeare dayly 
in many men , that hinder the true attainement thereof: for it 
muſt needs be granted rhar hee that is imperfeQ in any one natus 
rall ſexſe.or wanrs thoſe helps thar nature affords roperfeRt minds, 
muſt neirher be a Merchanr, nor yer addit himſelfe to this know. 
ledge: for any one ſenſe being either depraved or defetive in 
part Or in whole, will inforce him co commir (againſt his will 
and mind) many errors, and conſtraine him to take the bad for 
good, or (at leaſt wiſe) the bad as ſoone as the good; and ſom- 
times (as we ſay) chalke for cheeſe, or one thing for another: for 
experience tels us that all commodzuzes are not learned by one ſenſe 
alone, though orhcrwiſe never ſoperte&t; nor yet by ewo, bur 
ſomrimes by rhree, ſomtimes by foure, and ſomtimes by all : and 
yet this Art is nowa dayes come to that heigth, (I may fay )to 
phat heigrh of cunning, that all cheſe are little enough roo. 

Bur in the generall ir muſt be granted that the eyeabove all the 
reſt of the ſenſes, ſtill claimerh an eſpeciall intereſt and prero= 
gative herein, and muſtever bee admirred as one of the chiefeſt 
that muſt ſtill accompany the reſt in this d:fin#:0x, and rhere- 
fore many things are oftentimes found ſaleable rhar are pleaſing 
therero; andin ſome commoditzes the ſame is noted to have the 
whole ſtroake, and onely to give the judgemenr, asin all manner 
of colowrs, and ſuch like rhings depending thereupon, |

Some require the ſence of 
hearing as where the earegiveth a help tothe eye, as is ſeen in ſome 
mettalls , 'mineralls and ſuchlike : and ſome againe require the 
ſence of ſmelling, as where the poſe helpeth the eye,as is ſeen in ſome 
drugges, perfumes and the lik ce; and Iaftly,ſome requirerh the ſence 

A priacipali Of zaſtzng, as where the palate giveth the helpe, as is ſeen in ſpzces, 
parr of Mer- Tnes, oples, and many ſuch commodities, where it is to be noted 
chandiſe con-  chatin this knowledge doth condift much of the Art of Merchan- 
—_— of dizing , a principall parr of which profeſſox is properly ro know 
commodities, and learn the ſame; and therefore a Merchams judgement muſt 
nor be limited within rhe compaſle of any one particalar trade or 
Vocation : for hercin muſt his »yſtery, sk:ll 1 art exceede all o- 
ther, as requiring by _— a more generall knowiedge then 
any other :radeſman; from whom there can be expeted no more, 
then a skill in thoſe commodrzes they challenge a property or 
right by :radeunto; or as apperraining particularly to their pe- 
culiar profeſſion and calling. | 
This is manifeſted in many tradeſ-men,as in the golaſmith,whoſe

nerally ia all others : Bur the Merchant whoſe judgement muſt be 
larger, muſt have skill inall , and have agenerall inſpeQion in 
every part and member of cach of them, as being onely branches 
of his unlimited knowledge ; which is nor configable to commod;- 
zzesand wares of value and conſequence onely,bur alſo to the wares 
of the meaneſt ar:zficer; ſothat in this point his art may be com- 
pared to che Poets, whoſe excellency muſt conſiſt in a courſory 
judgementin all ſciences, and co be learnedin all profeſſions, the 
dittcrence being thatthe Merchanrs kill, muſt be reaf, ſolid and 
ſubſtamziall and the Poers may be fazxed and poeticall. 

Therefore borh che zatzrall and artificiall commodities muſt be 
comprehended within the circuit of his judgement, and iato all 
rrades he ought to have a generall infigtic, as with rhe fiſherman, 
he muſt dive intothe deep, and know all ſorts of merchantable fiſh, 
as ling coddehaberdine frerings,pilchards, ſalmon, eeles, how caughs 
and how preſerved, and the proper ſeaſon for the ſame. 

Witn'the Hasbandman and "ans he muſt have inſight in the 
Harveſt of the Earth, and know all commod:tzes that the ſame is 
found nacurally roafford for Merchandize, as all manner of corne, 
grame or pulſe; the vimages for all manner of wines, the recoloes 
tor all manner of ozles, cortens, currants, fig ges, reaſons, and other 
fruit of the Earth, how and when the ſame is. gathered, and how 
and by what meanes the ſame is kept and preſerved : with

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the fhepbeard to know all manner of woolr, with the woogmanto 
know all manner of zmber, and all circumſtances thereto be-

Moreover, all Merchants indeavouring to obtain this exquiſit- rur eouRgy 
zesſhonld not be ſatisfied with a naked $kill and knowledge in theſe ledge of com- 
commoduies thus belonging to other mens profeſſton,s , bur their 446 "3a "” 
maine ſcope and aime ſhould be ro make this knowledge and $kill a 
profitable and beneficiall unto them , as by exporting the ſuper- 
fuous commodiries of one Countrey at the plentifall ſeaſon of 
cirher barveſt , recolio or vintage to another place or Kingdome, 
where cither ature, ſcarſuze, the curioſity, pride,ſioth or neceſſity of 
the Inhabitants challengerh a ſupply or ſtand in need of, which 
muft be done with many adviſed circamſtances. F:rft, in that con- 
fideration muſt be had aſwell ro the placeas rorhermme, aſwell in 
the importation as in the exportation; and to the property and 
ftrnes of both the place and r7me ; for all commoditzes are not tranſ- 
portablear all ſeaſons, nor yer every ſeaſon fit for every commo- 
any; ome commoditzes requires winter and cold ſeaſons for tranſ- 
portations,1nd ſome againe requires ſummer and warmer wether, 
andin thefitnes of the place, ajudicious ee is tobe had, andthe 
ſame to be done with a great deale of providence and circum- 
ſpeQion, obſerving well chenarure and property of rhe place, 
whicher the {ameis ro be_ imported, and whence exported, and 
E 4 not 
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not as that Dutch Merchant is ſaid unficly to have done, that car- 
ried ſh to Rome at Eaſter,or ſbooe-hornes and hats to C onſtantinople, 
or as we commonly ſay coales ro New-caftle,where great quantiries 
are daily digged upand vented thence to all parts of theWorld. 
And for as much as Merchants find nor at all times, a preſent 
vent and fale for their commodrzes, according to their minde, and 
to a contented profit, therefore their kxowledge muſt yer extendir 
ſelfe ſo farre, as that they know how the ſame is both to be pre- 
ſerved and kept, from either ſpoyling or periſhing ; for experi- 
ence ſhews, that almoſt every ſeverall commoazrre doth demand 
almoſt a ſeverall and different way of preſervation and keeping, 
that the ſame may continue and hold its prime vertue, worth, 
and goodneſſe, both in colour, ſubſtance,and beautte ; and allo know 
what may be oppoſite therto, and incident either to ſpoyle, hurr, 
harme, or prejudice it: for firſt ſome commodurzes are obſerved to 
be beſt preſerved drze, as is ſcene in ſome ſorts of Spices, Drugges, 
Sugars,raw filke, and ſuch like, and theſe require a dry, cloſe, ware- 
houſe or magazin for ſtowedge thereof ; ſome are found ro be 
beſt preſerved by lying cloſe without ayre orvert, as ſome wines, 
ſome frazs, and ſuch like: and ſome are obſervedro be beſt pre- 


ſerved by mozſture and no ayre,as Tobacco, Cruet, Muske, Verdigrace, 
and ſuch like ; and ſo in ſome other commoduzes, which doe alſo 
differ in reſpe@ of the place, ſome commoazties requiring low and 
cloſe Celleredge, and ſome high and arry warehoaſes,&c. all which 


things are conſiderable in the houſing and keeping of wares, and 
commodities, andneceſlarie to be knowne, leaſt rhat by ignorance 
a damage be ſuſtained in ſtaying for a cMarket, ora fit or more 
proper ſeaſon for the ſale and vent thereof. 

Neither is it ſufficient that a Merchant doe know how to pre- 
ſerve his wares and Commodizes in their firſt ſplendor, goodneſſe, 
and vertue, bur their $kill muſt extend, if poſhble, to give zt new 
vigour, life, firength and beamze, being either by caſualtic ortime, 
dead or faded, dying or per:ſhing, which though in ſome commo- 
ditzes 1t may (in ſome ſort) be performed, yet in all commodies 
it is a matter not onely unprovable, but utterly impoſſible to be 
in any manner of wayes effected; for this onely ſecrer, ifany where 
it were to be learned, would prove a moſt profitable knowledge, 
and worth the learning, and a myfter:erhat would too ſoone en- 
rich :radeſmen and Merchants. Yer ſome ſuch there be their A4r:s- 
maſiers, who before they will throw away their goods, when ei- 
ther they are in part decaying, or totally periſhing, willtrie ma- 
ny wayes andconcluſjons to reQihe the defaults and defetts there- 
of;lometimes by commixtwres,compoſitions and helpes,adding excel- 
lent good to the very worſt, or {weet to ſowre, or one colour 
co another ; as is imagined is roo oftentimes practiſed by the are

a man ( eſpecially young beginners) more skilfull and readie in this 

knowledge in a yeare, than he that takerh onely a bare, zdle, and ſu- 

perficrall view, (hall be 1n his whole /ife 1ime ;, for it muſt needs be 

granted, that it borh perte&erh skill, and helperh memory,which 

is the onely meanes hereto, and by graving deeper impreſſions in 

a mans minde, inforce kim will he, nill he, to a more conſiderate 

and judicious obſervation, and marking thereof; when as he hath 

thus abſolutely ryed himſelfe to a neceſſitic of ſerting downe every 
commoazttegand cach particular circumſtance in this manner ther- 

to belonging. And this being as much as I thinke needfull ro in- 

ſerr, concerning this pozxt in generall ; I will proceed rothenexr 

and laſt, which is of Exchanges praftiſed amongſt Merchants in 

the art of Merchandzzing.

E=qHE next and laſt generall point handled in this Jap 

Commerce, is Exchanges, which is obſerved to be 

the moſt myſter:ous part of the art of merchandszing and 

traffique, being not onely neceſſary for the know- 

ledge of all Merchants, bur alſo fit and uſefull for ſuch 

as negociate the publique affayres of Princes, and for {uch as fic 
at the fterne and government of the-Commen-wealth. 

The neceſſitie and commodiouſneſle of theſe exchanges is. all 
traffique is doubrleſle very grear, ir having found in all Countries 
hitherto, ſucha generall allowance and approbation, and having 
for ſo many yeares ſtood uncontrouled, andis ſtill preſervedin irs 
priſtine ſplendor and inregritic, ſhews evidently chat at firſt the 
ſame was invented, and deviſed ro a moſt excellentuſe and end, 
it beiag obſerved, that as money was deviſed, and firſt invented of 
the beſt, and pureſt mer:als, to avoide the chargeable and rrouble- 
ſome carriage of commod:zes in trade, from one place to another; 
ſo was Exchanges of moneys,firſt alſo deviſed and found our to avoid 
the danger and adventure therof, and the chargeable and trouble- 
ſome carriage of the ſame from one Cztze or Country, to another. 

I conceive it will not be marteriall for me in this place to rec- 
kon up the divers manner of exchanges, that have beene of oldin 
uſe, and as yet are practiſed amongſt :raders and Merchants, 
throughout the world, nor yet here inſerr the forme of a bill of ex- 
change, which in ir (elfe is accounted ſo xoble andexcellext a ſpect- 
altze, rhar it carries with it notonely a kind of commanding power 
co pay, bur is accordingly obſerved, ſatisfied, and diſcharged; 
chough direfted from the ſervant ro the Maſter. Such a high e- 
ſteeme being ever had to rthequalirie thereof, thar the proceedings 
and ceremonies uſed therein, are borh ſingular and extraordina- 
rie, and are nor ſubjet ro any preſcription by Law or otherwiſe, 
bur ſubſiſting meerly ofa reverend cuſtome, uſed and ſolemnized 
in andabour the ſame. Neither yet will There mention, the for- 
malities and peculiar rites and cuſtomes chat is onely found to ap- 
pertaine zhereanto, cirher in the puntuall preſentment, intimation, 
acceptation, proteſt and returne, that is requiſite, and neceſfarie, and 
thereto belonging ; for it is to be underſtood, that he that doth 
rake upon him, the title of a Merchant, and intendeth to make uſe 
of this ALappe, ought not to be ignorant inall che parcicular cir-

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This ew World then called by us America, and now adayes paf- 
ſing by the name of the weſt Ind:es; being Weſt in relpet of irs 
Scituation, and Indiain reſpetof irs wealth, was ar hrſt diſcove- 
red by Chriſtopher Columbus a Genoes, acthe charges of Ferdenando, 
and Iſabella King and Queene of Caſtilza, after 63. dayes faile 
from Sil. Then ſecondly by Americus Veſpatins 2 Florentine , 
at the charges of Emanuel Wing of Portugall : and thirdly , by 

bn C abbot a Venetian, at the charges of Hexry the ſeventh King 

of England, the firſt and laſt had their adventures of diſcovering 
of ſome Tlands onely in this part; and Americus of the Maine con- 
tinent, and thereby gained the honour of giving name ro thar 
vaſt circuit of Earth , which ſince by ſundry others have been 
moreexaQly diſcovered,as by our Conntrey-men Drake, Cand:ſh, 
Frobuſher, D avies, wallowby,Berrows,andothers as deſiring to ſhare 
with the firſt diſcoverers in the riches and wealth which thence 
ſpreadir ſelfe over all the other parts ofthe World.

roſting ſome, curting off rhe members,and purring out the e yes of 
others, and caſting them living to be devoured of wild beafts: 
to which place now is found no zrade nor commerce by any Nation, 
lave onely to the ſabjeds of this King, and roſuch onely as are

ſtacan, the chiefe City's /aſcalan, yeelding for beauty and ſtate 
precedencie to Hexzco, and none other in all rheſe parrs, the 
principall part is V:#arzco, a wealthie Town,as the place rhrough 
which all the :raffhque of old and new Spaine tal © The 
fourth is Mex:ico,wherein thar famous City of Mexico is ſeated: 
now the ſear of che Spaniſh Vzceroyand Archbiſhop of xew Spazne, 
chis City is ſaidro be ſcituated in a Lake upon cerraine lands » as 

Venice doth, every where interlaced with the pleaſant carrents 

of freſh and Sea waters, and carrieth a face of more civill gOVern- 
ment then any other in Americs, though nothing, if compared 
with any in Ewrope : the Lakeis ſaid to be 50. Miles in compaſſe; 
on whoſe banks are found many pleaſant Townes and houſes : 

alſoitis ſaid thar 50. thouſand Wherryes are ſeen here continually 

plying, and affords ſuch quantity of fiſb that the ſame is worth 
20000. Crownes yearely. The City of Mexzco it ſelfe is 6, Miles 

in compaſle , containing 6000. houſes of Spaniards, and 6000. of 

Indians : it hath alſoa Printing-hoaſe, a Mint and an Yniverſuy, 
and ſome Churches of note thar beaurifie the ſame : it was vanqui- 
ſhed by Fernando Cortesin Anno 1521. with an Armic 100000. A- 
mericans, onely goo. Spaniards, 80. herſe, 17. pieces of ſmall ord:- 
nance, 1n 13, Brigantinsand 6000. Wherries, moſt of the Ameri- 
cans were Of 1laſcalan, who were ever adverſaries to the Mexi- 
F 4 Cans, 
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cans;for which cauſe that City doth injoy many zmmuwnzzes to this 
day;andto conclude, according tothe opinionofan Engliſh tra- 
zeller, whoſe relation I herein follow ; Foxre things arc here re- 
markable for beaury, their apparell, rheir women, their horſes and 
their fticats: and thus much ſhall ſerve of Hexzco. 

The ſecond Province is Q#zv:ra,, ſeated on the moſt weſterne 
parts of America, in which are two Provinces, C:bola taking irs 
name from rhe chiefe Ciry ſubdued by Franciſco V aſques, in Anno 
1540.and Nova A4lbiondiſcoverd by that famous Sea-man Sir Fran- 
cis Drake An. 1585. and by him ſo called : the chiefe commodzzes 
and riches of this Countrey is kzne, ſome men being owners of 40. 
thouſand, and theſe ſerve tothe Inhabiranrs here , as we ſay ofour 
aleto drunkards in England, meat , driukeand clorband moretoo; 
for frſt the hides yeeld them houſes, or to ſay more properly the 
covering of them,their bones,bodkins,cheir hazre thred, cheir finewes 
ropes, their hornes, maws andbladaers, teſſels, their dung fre, their 
calfe-ſkins budgets todraw and keep warter, their blood tor drinke; 
and laſtly their fleſh for meat, &c. | 

The third is Nzcaragua, being South-eaſt from Mexzco, with 
which ir agreethin nature both of ſoyle and Inhabicanrs, and ac- 
counted-for its pleaſantneſle, Mahomers paradiſe, having trees in 

great abundance, of thar ſtrange nature, that a brexch ronched 

by the hand of any man, withercth preſently. The chicfe Citie is 

Nora Grenada, and Lea a oe Sea. The commodzties thereof 
t 


are, hony, waxe, cotton, and bdalfam in great abundance ; iris ex- 
rreame hot, and therefore not t6 be rraveld by day, bur by night : 
their wzter beginneth in ay, and from thence rainerh for fix 
moneths;. the other ſix very faire anddry; and the day and night 
being here of equall length. 

The fourth is J#catan, and was diſcovered in Anno 1517. 
which in the language of the place, ſigniherh, what ſay you? which 
was the anſwer the Inhabitants gave the Spanyards that firſt de- 
manded of them the name of their Countrey , and fince by this 
meanes retaines that name by the Spanyards. The chiefeſt Citie is 
Campechzo, whence comes rhat wood {o well knowne in Europe; 
alſo here is the 7land called by the Spanyard, Santo (Tux, wherein 
is a Cztze of that name well fortified by them. 

The fifth is Florzdagdilcovered by the Enghiſh,under the condut 
of Sebaſtian Cabbot, Anno 1467. then pofleſied by the Spanyards 
in 4»n01527. and called Flor;da; afterward the French gor foo- 
ting here in Anno 15623 but the Spanyards unwilling the French 
ſhould be eye-witnefles of their rich bootie, waged warre with 
them ſo long, that there was nor a man left on either fide to maia- 
raine the quarrell; and then was Florzda againe in 1567 abando- 
ned - the Spanyards now hold here three ſtrong Forts, St. James. 
St. Philzp, and St. Auguſtin ; which laſt was raken and burnr by Sir 
Francis Drake 1 586. which ſince is repaired, and that is all the 

Spanyards 
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Spanyards hold here at this day ; deſiring (as it ſeemes ) neither ro 
fant farcher himſelfe, nor ſuffer other to doe ir. 
The ſixrh is /7rganza, wherein is ſaid ro berich Yernes of Allom, Van 6: 
| Pitch, Tarre, Roſen , Turgemine, Cedar, Grapes, Oyles, plentie of 
Sweet Gummes, Dies, Tymber trees, Mines of Iron and Copper, and a- 
bundance of Frarr, Ziſhes, Beaſts, and Fowle , it was di Covered at 
che charges of Sir YVahker Rawleigh in'eAnno 1584; and in honour 
" of our Yirgin Qucenc, called Virginia. The chicte Towne is called 
Tames Towneand of late dayes the northerne part of this Virgina, 
being b-rrer diſcovered than the other, is called New England, 
full of good new Townes and Forts ; whither many perſons dif- 
contented with the forme of our Eccleſiaſfticall Government, are 
(faid to be) the princjpall Planters, and is likely in aſhorc time 
co prove a bappie and flouriſhing Plantation. 
he ſeaventh is Terra Corterzalis ; on the South whereof runs cum 7. 
that famous river of Cayxeds, riſing our of che hill Hombaedo, run. 
ning nine hundred »zles, and found navigable for cight haadred 
chercof; rhis Country was diſcovered by __ Corteralis a Portu- 
gallin Anno 1500. and affords onely ſome r:ch Skins and farres for 
commodities and Merchandiſe. The chiefe Towne thereof is Breſt, 
(abomarſo, and others of Iittle note. 
The eighth is Nurewbega,-and the chiefe Towne carrieth that Turentera 8. 
name,in poſſeſſion of the'French; other things remarkeable Ifinde 
nor obſeryable therein. | 
The ninth is Nove Francia, diſcovered by Jaques (artier, a Nous Praxcia y; 
French-man, in Anno 1534. inhabited beſides the Narzves, with 
fone few French-men. The chiefe' Townes are Canada, and next 
Sangwurmas, ſeated both upon two rivers fo called, affording enely 
ſome sþ#ns and furres, eſpecially Beveys, which thence by the 
French are tranſported into Exrope. 
The laſt and tenth is Eſtorzland, called by us New-found-land ; gogu cs 
by the Enghſb diſcovered in Anno 1527. who impoſed the names 
- upon the Capes and Rzvers which now they hold, where ſome 
have gone to plant, burrthe cold hath beene found to be roo ex- 
rreame for che Engliſh conſtitution 4, but in the Summer ſeaſon 
the Seas here are found ro abound with Fiſh in ſach abundance, 
that a man may take in an houres ſpace a hundred great Fiſhes, ... . ,_ 
which being opened, ſalted and dried upon the rocks and braches, New found 
are hence tranſported to all parts of Ezrope ,, and knowne in 14nd. 
England by the name of New-land fiſh , in French by the name of 
Morleux ;in- Hralie, Bacalio ; and in Spaine, Abadeſes : five hundred 
{ayle great and ſmall doe from Exgland yearly ſayle to this coaſt, 
and roaplace called the Banke, a Find of 15 in 20 fadome deepe, 


rhirtie /eagues off of this Coaſt ; and theſe depart from our Coaſt 
abour the end of Febraarie,and arriving there about the middle of 
Aprill, unrigge their ſhippes, ſer up boothes and cabaners on rhe 


ſhore in divers creekes and harbours, and there with fiſhing pro- 
Viſions 


—_— 
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viſions and ſalt, begin their fiſhing in Shallops and Boars, continue 


ic till Seprember, and in this time doe nor onely catch as ming fſb 
as will lade their ſhippes, but alſo as many as will lade veflels of 
greater burthens, that in the Summer come hither from _— 
and other parts, to buy up the ſame, and purpoſely to tranſport 
it for Spazne, Ttalze, and other Countries : and this fiſhing en- 
ded and the cold beginning, they leave their ſtations and booths 
and repairing aboord their ſhippes, lade their fſb, and rigging 
their veſſels, returne to their native homes, where theſe fiſhermex 
winter, and then become husbandmen; fo that their lives may be 
compared to the Orrer , which ts ſpent halfe on land, and halfe in 
Sea. 
This fþſhing is found to- be wonderfull beneficiall to our we- 
ſterne parrs of England, whoſe Inhabiranrs confiding upon the 
conſtancie of the yearly fiſhing upon this Coaſt, icisuſuall wich 
them ro ſell the ſaid fſh either by :ale or by the hundred waight in 
England by comrad, before they either depart their homes, or 
before the ſaid fſb be caught, ar profitable rates ; and when their 
Summer is oace ſpent, and that the cold approacheth, and that 
the fiſh beginneth to leave the Coaft, they rerurne contented to 
their Families ; where oftentimes in Winter they merrily ſpend, 
what thus in Summer they have painfully faſhe for. 

Other notes of trading, worthy obſervations, at my there-be- 


ing in my younger dayes, I obſerved not. The wazghrs and Cospes

An. 1595. and found this River navigable for great Ships of bur- 
then 1000. miles, and for Boats and Pinaces 2000.miles. The other 
River is called Orellana, or the Amaſons, diſcovered 1543. the 
which is found navigable 6000, miles, and 200, miles broad at the 
entrance intothe Sea. | 

The chiefe Ciry of this Countrey (and if Spaniſh writers may 
herein be beleeved the chiefeſt Ciry ofthe World) is here found 
and called Manoa, or as Dzego Ordas the diſcoverer calleth it, el 
Dorado,or the golden, from the abonndance of gola, both in coyne, 
plate, armour, and other furniture, which he there ſaw. This diſ- 
coverer or traveller, (tor by that name the truth of his wonde- 
rous relation may be the better conſidered)is ſaid to have entered 
into the City at noone, and to have travelled all that day, and the 
nextalſo untill night through the ſtreets hereof, before he came 
co the Kings Palace, which peradventure was the policie of thoſe 
people; as I have ſeenit to bein Conſtaniznoplein An. 1621. when 
as the Duke of Avaraſcah coming with a great traine in Embaſſie 
from the King of Poland to Solan Oſman the then great Turke, 
after his unfortunace expedition to Poland, nds him and his 
whole traineto be lead a whole aftcrnoone thorow the moſt e- 
minent ſtreets of that City, when he firſt entered the ſame, and ſo 
to his appointed lodging, whereas an houres caſie walke to him 
that had known the direct way,wouldeaſily have ſerved the turn; 
perchance imagining this a fit way to demonſtrate to the Ambal- 
ſadour che beauty and vaſtnes of chat City, together with his own 
grearnes in oftentation, and to recover that honour and repute 
which he hadaliccle before loſt by the infolencie and cowardiſe 
of h1s Souldiers in his ſaid expedition thither.

of precious flones here found makes ſome amends for rheſe defeats, 
Margaritz. from whencerthe name of Margarita is impoſed on it.

Jamaica. The nextis JFamazca once very populous, inſomuch that the 
Spaniards hereſlew 65000. lrving ſoules,and the women beholding their 
cruelty, did kill their Children before they had grven them life, that the 
z/ſſues of their bodies might not ſerve ſo cruell a Natzon. The Townes 
of nore are Creftana and Srl, acknowledging Columbas for its 
firſt diſcoverer. 

Thenext is C#ba, made knowne by Columbas his ſecond Navi- 
gation, it abounderh with genger, caſſha, maſticke , aloes , cynamon, 
ſugar, the earth producing braſſe,of excellent perfefion, but the 
gold ſomewhat droflic : hereis the famous Roade Havana, a ſtaple 
of Indian and Spaniſh merchandzze, and where the King of Spares 
Navy rideth cill che time of the yeare, and the convenience of the 
winde joyne together to waft them homeward. 

The next is S Lucay Ilands 400. in number, who glory in the 
matchleſſe beauty of their 7/0men,and mourn for the bffe of a mulliox 
of the Inhabiants murdered by the bloodthirfly Spaniards at the firſt 
diſcovery thereof. 

Hiſpaniola is the next, now lamenting the loſſe of three millions of 
her Inhabuants, butchered by her new Spamſh Maſters, injoying a 
temperate ayre, a feril: ſoyle,rich mines, amber aud ſugars, it excel- 
lethall other the 1/anas of thele Seas, eſpecially in three prero-

extent, and from whoſe aſhes ſprung up Twres the aboveſaid, ſea- 
ted upon a Lake fix myles diftant from the Sea; the Port com- 
manded by the Fort of Gollet:a, and at rhis day acknowledging 
the great Tarke for their ProteQour, who every thitee Yeategs doth 
ſend hither a Baſhaw to command, bur che chicfetule appertaines 
. to the Die or Governour, choſen and eleted by the natives of this 
Kingdome. This Kingdome is much bettered andinriched by the 
Horos francs Jabour of thoſe Moores which by thouſands were baniſhed from 
or Cranes, Syaine, Who have here built many Cirzes, and Temples, according 
ro their ſuperſtitious uſe, planted Yines, Oranges; Lemons, Fig ges, 
Dates, Almonds and Olzyes, and thereby have borh muchpeopled 
and profited this whole Countrey ; and where in eAnno 1619.

RGTER containes, onely two Townes of note, 
\ Tremeſin once the principall of a Kingdome, and 
Argier the principall now of this Countrey, nor 
found to be very ſpacious in its ſclfe, bur ſtrong 
and of late much fortified, inriched not onely by 
the labour of the Moores baniſhed out of Sparne, 


but alſo by the ſpoyles of many Merchanrsofall nations, brought 


thither as the retrear and receptacle of all Turkiſh and Mooriſh P i- 
rates, which doe much infeſt the medzterraxean Seas, and of late 
yeares have found the way out of the Straights of Gzblatar into 
the Canary Hands, and into ſundry orher Countries bordering up- 
on the Ocean. In it arc accounted eighty thouſand ſoules, rhe 
moſt part of them living by P:raczes. Merchandizang is not much 
in uſe in this Citie, yet ſome of the Inhabitants are found to deteſt 
this common ill gotten gaine, by pzracre and theft, and theſe are ob- 
ſerved to maintaine ſome 7zrade with other nations alongſt the 
coaſt. Whar points neceflary thereto according as Inored there 
in 1619. I ſhall here ſer downe : and firſt their commodazes vented 
thence to forraine parts, are ſuch as followerh.

ges in maintaining theſe exceeds the gaine yeelded thereby , and 
heere is but lictle zradefound. 

The third ſort I account the Genoss and the Frexch nations, 
who upon this coaſt by permiſſion of the Szare, doe pay certaine 
yearely penfions, for admiſſion of trade, and have builr them- 
ſelves Fortrefſes and Caſtles for the defence of their eſtates and 
perſons;and ſhipping : and theſe are now found the onely Mer- 
chants inhabiting this coaſt : heere they have their ſcales for the 
corrall fpſhing ; tor honey, waxe, corne, hides, horſes, ſpunges and ma- 
ny other commodrzes, which the Countrey men willingly for love 
of their Spaniſh plate do bring them in, and heere raid made 
upon good rermes and ſure guard, buying and ſelling as they liſt 
ro inhance or debaſe the commodzrzes they cirher buy or ſell : by 
which a great gaine is yearely made unto them. 

Andrhis is as much as I conceive neceſſary in'this point of Mer- 
camtile traffigue in theſe two Kingdomes and Cities of Twnis and 
Arger : bur there is heere a pzrarzcall Trade alſo much praftiſed 
by the people of cheſe rwoplaces who ſer our Veſſels in partrer- 
ſhips and ſhares for to take Prizes of Gonzmas as they rerme them, 
which is ever performed by all manner of advantages withour 
faith or promiſe eicher kept or regarded, which ſpoiles have 
beeneſo grear, and their booties ſo beneficiall, that the deſpe- 
rate ſpirits of many of ſundry nations have come hicherjn hope 
to raile by rapine and theft what elſe by honeſt courſes they 
could nor elſewhere compaſſe: their manner of ſerting forth

ca and Aſie. Cafir being then the principall haven Towne in rhe 
red Sea, whence their voyage to nd: was ſer forth and begun, 
and where the ſame afterward was ended, and from thence by 
land theſe commodities were conveyed to Coprws, a towne now 
altogether inhabired by Jacobate Chriſt:ans, and ſo thence downe 
the River Nile to Alexandria inthe mediterrancan Sea, by which 
rraffique this Cirie became ſo rich and eminent, that rhe Cuſtome- 
bouſe there yeelded to Prol: Aalates 7; mullions of gold: and afrer- 
ward when rhe Romans came to be Lords of e/£gypr, they found It 
o yeeld them fifreene m:/l;ons. Theſe laſt augmented rhis zrade, 
and ſent into ſndza every yeare by the teſtimony of Pl:zyan hun- 
dred and twenty ſayle of ſhips, whoſe lading was oarward bound 
worth 122000 Crownes, and it produced in profit at the recurne 
homeward, for every Crowne, a hundred.

Colchis lieth on the Eexzne Sea, the Inhabitants thereof bein 
Chriftians; hence did Faſoz in the dayes of old fteale the gold 
fleece; and here is alſo ſcene the ruines of that famous Cirie Du 
 caria, where by reaſon of the many forraine Aerchants from al 
Countries thar here frequented, three hundred languages wa 
commonly ſpoken and pratiſed. 

Neither canTfinde in Georgia, carſt called Tberes, any Cirie 
nore for trading. Txrcomana being alſo as barren in this kinde, 
It is obſerved by ſandry Anthours that our ofthis Province is de 
rived the Name and Originall of the Terkes , who here had their 
off-ſpring, and who within theſe three hundred yeares laſt 
have made themſelves porem: by thAr Armies, and to the ruine of 

Thekingdoms many Kzngdomes, rhe prefent Grand Signior Sultan Amurath, who 
under theTwk« in Anno 1623, atmy being in Conſtantinople was proclaimed Em 
 peronr of that Natzon, hath under his Dominions and commandin 

chiefe as Soveraigne all cheſe Countries; firſt in Exrope he hath 

Dacza, Grecia, all the eEgean Tlends, avd Tanrica Cherſoneſu ; in

Ciries, eſpecially Cambals, the reſidence of the Great Cham , and 
where Merchants of all Nations are found to reſide and rraffique 
to; as I ſhall ſhew hereafter. 

This Countrey is found roabound with rzce, grazne, wool, hempe, 
Rubarbe, corrall, and aboundance of ſilkes, both growing and 
brought hicher from China and other Countries amounting co 
two thouſand Cartes yearely ; the Citie is held to be 30 miles a- 
bour in compaſſe, and 1s repleniſhedwith all Ar:ſmen ( Aftrologers 
being heere in grear reputation) which may ( conſidering their 
number found here,being as ſome write 5000 ) be more properly 
termed forrune-tellers, Or Gypſees;, bur theſe Countries reſemble 
in cuſtomes rhe XMoſcouzte and Chino, none being permitted to 
ſearch 1nto their Cities andmanners, except they come cither as 
Embaſſadors or Merchants; yer what T have gatheredof the rrade 
of this Cbuncrey, I will include under the title of Cambals, the 
principall Cirie of this Empere_.

The Buildings are ſquared our P or care and ever 
ſtreet is drawne out to a line, {o every Gare yeclds a fre: 
proſpe& through the Citric to the oppoſite Gate, beaurified 
cach fide with fately edifices and houſes for the honoarabled 
this Countrey. 

In the midſt of the Citieis a ſumptuous Palace, wherein the 
grand Cham reſideth, with all his Qzeenesand Ch:ldren, and where 
in is placed a Bell, whichis tolled art certaine houres of the eve 
ning, after which may no man ftirreont of dores, untill the be 
ginning of the day following ; the largenes, raricies, curioſitic, 
and richnes of this palace, the & pag allowed his Qseege, 
and lodgings appointed for his Chzldren, and their dayly arten- 
dants, and rhe order, beauty, andmanner thereof, I willinglyo- 
mit, as not pertinent to my preſent purpoſe. 

Wichour this Citie walles arc accounted 12 ſuburbs of 2 iz 
miles long adjoyning to each of the aforeſaid 12 gates, and here 
all Merchams,ftrangers, and forreigners doe abide, each nation 
having a ſeverall Caxeorſtorehonſe, where they both lodge, and 
exerciſe rheir Aerchandiſe and traffique one with another, for 
the commodities of theſe ſeveral] Countries, the confluence of 
Merchants here cannot chooſe bur bee wonderfull, ſeeing it is 
reported that the City is ſo populous,that the ham maintaineth 
5000 Aftrologers heere daily, befides many thouſands of Soldiers 
boch of horſe and foot thar 12000 horſe is acconnted bur as his or- 
dinary and daily Guard ; beſides which,the neere neighbourhood 
1xends, and Of Exendu, the principall place of the grand Cham, ſeated not 
che largeces many dayes journey farre hence where Merchans are not pet- 
—_ mittedro enter, is built in a foure ſquare figure, every ſide cx- 
rending 
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ending eight miles in lengrhy within this Quadrant is another, 
whoſe ſides arc fixe miles long; and wichin that another of foure 
miles ſquare, which is accounted the very Palace ic ſelfe;/ and be- 
rweene which ſeverall walles are found walkes,' gardens, orthards, 

ſbponds, places for all manner of courtly and milzaryexerciſes, and 
alſo rn 629 chaſes,for all manner of pleaſuresand pame, 
and the infinite number of attendants and ſervitours that of ne- 
ceſſitie is required to wait upon fo great a Prexce, with che offi- 
cers thereto belonging, cannor bur much increaſe the rrade and 
commerce of this Cirie and place. Es 

As for the Trade of this Citric of Cambals, and generally of all 
Tartaria, it is obſerved, that the Countrey (though in a large 
rraQ )'extending ir ſelfe upon the North Ocean ; yet by reaſon 
ofthe long continued colds and froſts, che Inhabitants have buc 

 litele benefic thereof; however it may bee conceived, that che 
Moluccos, Tapans,and other Ilanders thereabouts in the feafon of 
the yeare, have herea great rraffique, and that hence theſe Tar- 
tar;ans are farniſhed with the ſpices of Indza, the jems of Peg, and 
Bengala, and peradventure with other the driggs of Arabza : but 
upon the CaſpzanSca, they are the maſters of many good Sea- 
Ports, beſides 4firacan which of lare they have loſt ro rhe Moſco- 
ze, a3 Zahaſpa:Coſmi, Melmeſuach, andothers ; by which iscon- 
veighed ro them the ſlkes, rapeſtries, carpets, armes, and excellent 
manufaftures of Perfia,and inthe black Sea, beſides Capha, now in 
ſubjecion to the Twrkes, they enjoy the brave Ports of Curarops, 
Aſow, andothers, ſerving to conveigh unto them the commodities 
of Turkey, Trabeſond, Podolia, Walacia, and other Countries bor- 
dering upon the famous riuers of Danubins. 

Now for the other parts of this Jarge Empire, it bordereth on 
the one ſide with Moſcovia, with whom it is now in peace, though 
not ſeldome at debare, from whence by the benefit of traffique, 
which I find obſerved not to bee of any great conſequence , © th 
have rich furres andother the commodztes of this Countrey. 

Bur where it bordereth upon China, which is for a very large 
extent of ground, by ſome Authors accompred 400 leagues, rhe 
common report of the {tri lawes and cuſtomes of thar Nation 
(to debarre entrance to all ftrangers) ſhould perſwade me of lir- 
tle rrathque that way ; yer I find it obſerved by ſome late rravel- 
lers whoſe relation herein is queſtionable, rhat the Cirie of Cam- 
bals receiveth yearely thence by way of traffique, 10000 cares la- 
den with ſilkes and ftuffes of the China fabrique ; the rrarh thereof 
I referre tothe cenſure of the Reader.

Countries, bring with them gold, ptver, pearle,and preccom flone, 
and receive the Kings money for rhem ; and becauſe rhe ſame x 
not currant in their Countrey, they therewirh buy in this Eyure 
other the commodittes heere found, which they carry hence awyy 
with chem : the Kzxg allo payeth bis ſtipends, ofhcers and armig 
with the ſaid moneys , and buyerth whatſoever elle hee neederh 
with the ſame, ſo thar no Prexce in the world can exceed him in 
trealure, which isat ſo caſiea rate provided and procured. 
Beſides which, I find it obſerved in ſome parts of this lars: 
Countrey ſubje&ro ſome ſubordinate K7ngs, infubjetion to "4

of, ſo fatre forth-av'it is ar this day knowne rooar Narion, where- 
in I could wiſh ty experience berter to ſhew 'the particalars 
thereof, in conſideration of the large extent of ground rthar is 
comprized underthis name of Frd;a, ſtreeching itfelfe from 7aw- 
r#5to0 the Ocean one way,and from China to Perſra,which is neere 
4000 miles another way, at which placeit wilbe ficteſt for me to 
begin my zrade, and ſee what may be obſerved therein.

This Countrey then as I ſaid before abounderh in the generall 
with all manner of mixeralls, copper and leadexcepted; with all 
ſorts of cartell, Horſes excepted, with all manner of fpzces, with 
many ſorts of drug ges, corrop cloth, preciviu floyes, &c. to which may 
be added the want of Wine and Wheate ehat here they have, that 
ſo this Conntrey might be beholding in ſome ſort ro others, as 0- 
thers are for her commodities to this; Theſe being rhen the prime 
commodities wherewith rradeis here maintained, I will nore the 
traders and native Merchants that are here reſident, which pro- 
perly I may account robe of 5 ſeverall forts , allacknowledging 
ſeverall rites , religions and cuſtoines; and therefore partake 
of ſo many ſeverall formes and manners in the mannaging of 
their affaires of merchand:izing. The Gentile Merchants atethe 
firſt, andare foundof great eminencie in ſome parrs of this Tra:

to whichalſorthey conſider their beauty and goodnes,and then ther- 
of make 4 {everall ſorts. The firſt ſort be the round Pearles,which 
they call aza or «nza of Portugal becauſe the Portugals buy them: 
che ſecond ſort which are not round, are called a: of Bengols: rhe 
third fort, whichare not ſo goodas the ſecond, rhey call as of 
Canora, that is to ſay, the Kingdome of Beſxegar : the fourth and 
laſt,and indeed the worſt fort, rhey call 2:4 of Cambais : and thus 
the price being by the men ſer thereon, according ro their ſors, 
goodnes, and greatnes, there are Merchants of every Coun- 
crey which are ready with their -oxeys in their hands ro bay 
them ; ſorhat in few dayes, all the ſaid parcels are bongheup, ac- 
cording to the ſaid prizes ſer upon them alrering according to

Cananor is held the beſt fort they have upon all this coaſt, and 
doth ,abound with r:ce and pepper, and necre the fort is a faire 
Towne which is pleorifully ſtored with all che commoderees of this 
coaſt and ſhoare, eſpecially abounding in all manner of vittual; 
and proviſion and maſts for ſhips of all ſizes and ſorts. 

Calicut, Ca'icut was once the moſt famous town of :radeof all this ſhore, 
and gave name not onely to the ſorts of pepper that here grow, bur 
alſo tothar ſorc of cor20n cloth chat was firlt hence tranſported for 
Exrope, but the Emperour the then Soveraigne, being enemie to 
che King of Couchiz,with whom the Porrugals at cheir'ficſt arivall 
heere ſided, and proſperd, by that meanes, overthrew the great 
rraffique of (al:cat , and advanced the rraffique of Cochin, whoc 
Soveraigne by meaues of the zrade is now become a mighty and 
rich Prince in this Countrey, the City of Cochzz it ſelfe thereby 
ſoinlarged, inriched, and ſo well inhabited by Portugals , who 
are in part the new Maſters, by native Mallabars and other Na- 
tions,and ſeated upon a pleaſant River , andinjoying the commo. 
dity ofa good Channell and Haven; that it is accounced in theſe 

arts for :rade and concourle of Merchants the onely ſecond to 

Goa : heres laden yearely grear quantity of pepper, and a courſe

Portugals, notbeunproper I ſhould hererelate the manner thereof: Iris to 
be underſtood then rhat the Kings of Portugal, the firſt European 

traders into theſeparts, inalltheir navigarions and diſcoveries, 

ever added the benefit of commerce rowards the ſupporcation of 

the expences of their conqueſts; and having here built for conve- 

niencie of:rade, andproteftion of their Merchans, and ſubjets 

many Fortreſſes and Caftles; they ever ſo ſerled them, thar the 
commodioulneſfſe of che Haven, Port or harbour, joyned co rhe 

native commodities of the place, might adde mcanes and faire in- 
ducements to make by traffique their conqueſts prohtable. This 
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coalt then being found roabound wirk pepper , 2 principall com- 
modity then requeſted in Exrope , delignedir to be converced to 
his peculiar profit; by all che provident waies of a circumſpet 
Merchant ;, but Princes that willimbrace all , ſometames.praſpe but a 
liule;, for the ſame could'not be fo profitably contrived, confide- 
ring che diſtance of way,lengrhof rime,and traſt ro be commireed 
rofafors, Capraines of F orts,and others; burhe tonnd himictfe 
to come farre ſhort of his expeQation in'this _—_ r, whereupon he 
was adviſed to ler our the ſame roFarme, andcontrattedicat cer- 
raine conditions ro certaine great and eminent Merchants, who 
ſhould ſtand in his place ſtrongly and amply priviledged, and 
ſhould injoy apart of the gaines for themſelves, and yer bring the 
greateſt croppe of their labours into his coffers; hereupon ir was 
firſt ler our tor five yeeres, the farmers and contratters binding 
themſelves to ſend ſuch a ſtocke to Ines in ready money, as 
would extend for 30 thoaſand quintalls of pepper yearely, concei- 
ved tobe in thoſe daies as mich as all Zxrope could annually venr 
in chat commodity;but then the King was boandro ſendhis Ships 
tro 1n41ato lade the ſame, in number five Ships of (afficient bar- 
then yearely; the Farmers bearing the advencure both' of cheir 
moneys outward, and of the faidpepper homeward , 'ladingir in 
India into the ſaid Ships at their own coftsand charges, allwhich

King withour disburſement or hazzard, had and hath a cercaine 
great gaine withour the loſle of a penny; in conſideration whereof 
the farmers have many great and ſtrong immuniries and priviled- 
ges; as firſt, that no man uponpaine of death, of what eſtate or 
condition ſoever he be, may ary waies deale or :radein pepper bur 
themſelves, which is ſtill tritly obſerved; ſecondly, that they 
may notupon any occaſion or neceffiry wharſoever ; diminiſh or 
leſſen the ſaid ordinary ſtocke of money , nor rhe King his ſaid ſtinr 
of ſhipping ; nei ther hinder norlerthem in any ſore concerning 
thelading thereof, which is alſo ſtritly looked intro; for though 
the pepper were forthe Kings owne perſon or proper account, yer 
muſt che Farmer9pepper be firſt laden; thirdly thatrthe Vzceroy.,and 
all other the Officers and Capraines in 7xdza ſhall give them all 
athſtance,helpe and favour,wirh ſafe keeping gnarding and warch- 
ingthe ſame, with all other needfull offices as ſhalbe by them re- 
quired,for rhe ſafery and benefit of the ſaid pepper : fourthly, rhar 
for the lading and providing thereof, the {aid Farmers may fend 
_ their Factors into Ixdas with their ſervants and affiſtants of what 


nation ſoever they be, (Engliſh, French, and Spaniards onely ex- 
cepred) 
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cepted) and that unto every place to ſeethe ſame laden and dif. 

atched away : and in latter rimes it is obſeryed that they have 
alſo farmed of the King the ſhips and their fraighrmear , with 
large conditions to build rhem, and make rhe proviſion of all ne- 
ck for them.andall at their owne adventures; and if rhe Ship 
come ſafe home, they give the King ia lieu of licence a cerraine 
ſumme of money for every Ship,and annually do furniſh theſe fiye 
Ships attheir owne charges: bur for ſuch Souldiers as are appcin. 
red to goein them, they are bound to ſaile for the King and at his 
charge,and have but onely their meare and drinke ar rhe Farmer; 
charges, the officers and ſaylers being placed therein by rhe Kings 
admiralty,which the Farmers may nor once deny or refuſes ſo rhat 
che Kingadyenturerh nothing , neither in pepper nor in Shippes; 
bur onely if the Ships be caſt away, heloſeth the woney thar he 
ſhould have,and otherwiſe gain by the farm of every Ship,if ir had 
returned ſafe; andthe profit of rhe pepper that ſhould have beene 
delivered him ata certaine price, which is the cauſe now thac the 
King doth not ſend out his Fleets to meet and waft chem from the 
Flemiſhllands, as for long time he was accuſtomed to doe; and 
the King is found ſo nearely to look to this Farme,thathe will not 
abare the Farmers a penny , how great ſoever their loſſes happen 
otherwiſe to be: Andrhus much fhall ſerve for Goa and rhe rrade of 
che Portugalls in Indza; now in the next place I will come ro thc 
coaſt of Chormandel.

way againſt the {treame and current thereof. Ar the entrance of 
this River is a place called Butter, which the Inhabitants of che 
Countrey and Herchams there doe yearly build in forme ofa vil- 
lage, ofſtraw,branches of rrees,reeds, and the like, and is of great 
lJargeneſſe,to which they bring all manner of merchandize,to meet 
che ſhippes which ar certaine ſet times with the Monſoons come 
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irher for :rade, who are notable to goe higher for want of wa- 
r: and whe the ſhippes aregone wich the change of the Moun- 
,0n,and that yeares iradzng pat, rhey then burne their ſaid cowne 
ad houſes, and carry up their goods and werchand;ſe to the Cirtie 
f $a14gax ; Whither allo ail ſmall barkes and boats dve goe ro

adry Countries and Nations doc here yearely at this time finde % -_ 2x 
ading the prificipall commodztres of this place and the coaſt,being -

orts, made here in great quantitie, Lace good ſtore, great plen- 
ie of ſugars, Mirabolans both dried and preſerved, long pepper, 
Dyle of Zerſeline, and many other commoditzes; the Citie in irc {elfe 
is a faire Citie, and abounding with rich Aferchants that trade to 
gu, Muſulipatan, Sumatra, and ſometimes to (ambaza, and the 
red Sea;cheir tine of traffique by reaſon of the heat is for the moſt 
,arc here by night, and when they have once burned their rowne 
of Butter, a5 hach been nored, they then hire galliotts and boars, 
and therewith cranſporr their commod:tzes up the River from anc 
Towne to another, ſciruzted upon che ſame, where every day is 
found in one or other a publique fazre atzd marker, fo that their 
whole life is ſtill in motion and agication, providing inone place 
and putting off in another, here buying and there —_ 

The Portugalls are fodundro liave ſome :rade hicher,' but thoſe 
that reſide here are notfabje&ro much government, bur make 
their will cheir law; onely two For:s they hold upon this coaſt; 
the one they call porro graxde, rhe other ports pequenom; wherero 
there is driven an orderly-frade, and thereby thar Nation is kept 


within ſome order and difeifiliae.

The maryellous grear yes, and. yiolent currepr of this grea 
River is not here to be omitred as apptrtaining ro trade, forit is 
found to be ia it (clfe {a (wift, thep geither winde nor care can 
make head or way-againlt it, and becauſe it is found to keepe x 
conſtant courſe of ebbingand flowing, therefore in their (ayliop 
rhey: ſtill obſerve the 234es rhereof,;and when thoſe des are at 
higheſt; there arc cerraine ſtations-on the bankes wherceo their 
boats galliors and barges are faſtoed; untill the tyde doe againe 
ſerve their turne to proceed on their voyage: thisoneching more 
I finde wondertull here, that theſe tgdes come norin by aconſtant 
continued pace or meaſure, but come-ruſhing in at che Grſt with 
a great violence , with a hideous -hoife and roaring, ſuch asin 
ſome leſſer ſort is ſeene ip che River of Agtzen, and in oar River 
of Severne in England.”

As for the Citie of Pegs ic felfe iris divided into rwa parts, in 
che one the Kirg andbis Nobebreereſideth, larely builc and richly 
beautihed, apd therefore called rhe new Towne; the ocker part 
inhabited onely by Merchants, Ariificers, Sea-men, and ſuch like, 
and called the old Towne; every honſe in the old Towne where 
Merchants doe reſide, hath a place built ſtrongly of bricke which 
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a warchouſe ſerverh his-oecaſion, called by them Godox, cſpe- 
ally ro. prevent firing, which this Towne is mach ſubje& to by 
\fon of rhe. combuſtible marrer it is made of; the'new Towne 
walled about and is a perfeQ ſquare, having'twenrie gates, five 
each angle, dirched abourand watered, wherein many (Tocodills 

e kept for the warchof the place by night; the wallesare beau- 

ed with many Tarrets for centinels guilded with gold; the ftreers 

re very faire, ſtraight as a line, and ſo broad as fifreene horſemen 
ay ride abreſt on both (ides; ar each mans doore are ſer palme 
zes, which groveing makes a faire ſhew, and thereby all paſſen- 
-rs may walke daily in che ſhaddow from one ſtreet to anorher, 

o prevent the extraordinary hear of the place'and climate : the 
>reateſt rrade rhat is found at this day exerciſedin Peps,is from the 
oalt of (ormandell with pintados, cotton cloth, and other bombaſins 
much in requeſt here; bur it is to be xored, char rheſe Shippes muſt 
depart thar coaſt by rhe ſixrt of Seprember, and rake the onſone 
winde, otherwiſe they loſe their voyage for that yeare : from 
Bengala alſo commeth hirher ſundry wr (5 with cortop cloth and 
>ther ſuch wearing commodiries, which taking alſo the ſeaſon 
of the winde arriveth here when the Cormondel Shi areready 
ro depart. The principall harbour or port where eſe Shippes 
doe ride is called Coſmin, and is the place where the greateſt 
Shippes dos Anchor to lade and unlade their goods. From Aec- 
cacomes alſo ſundry Shippes laden with woolen cloth, Damagkes, 
Vebvers, and Chickens. From Mallacca comes many ſmall Veſſels 


laden with Peppers ſanders, Porcelan of China, wow ora, and other 


commodities. From Sumaira commetrh alſo ſundry Shippes with 

er and other wares z all which goods are very ſtriftly looked 
into for the paymenr of che Kzngs cuſtomer at landing, which is 
here payd in kind, and amounterh unto twelve per cex:. and the 
King doth hold it fora great affrontro be wronged of a penny of 
ic : Rubies, Saphirs and Spinalls paying here no c«ſtomze in or ou r, 
as being the proper rommodztzes of the Countrey. 

For the effeQting of the rrade and commerce of this place,there is 
ordained eight Broakersor Tareghesby the Kings authoririce, who 
are bonnd to ſell and vent all the goods and merchandiſe comming 
ro Pegs, for all mens account of whar Nation ſoever they be, ha- 
ving tWo per cent. for their brokeredge,and are liable ro make good 
the debts chey make, which no Merchant there reſident can a- 
voide ; for they will have che ſaid rwo per cent. by the Kings au- 
thoririe granted them, whether their helpe be raken or nor. 

In like manner, there are ordained cerraine Broakers for the 
buying of all the commodzrzes boiight in Pegs, wherein is found a- 
mongſt them ſach candid dealing, thar a ſtranger can hardly be 
wronged or abuſed, if he have bur ſo much diſcrerion to propide 
ſuch goods as may be proper for the Conntrey whither he ſends 


them; | 
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Lhe commuaditees naive of this place-and-Countrey are theſ, 
Gold, ſolver Rubzes,Saphirs, Spinalls digged at Capleniix dayes joy, 
ney trom ea. in, this Kiagdome, great: ſtore of.

commoditze, the Breakers either buyer or {eller having ſeene the 
commoditie, and-liking of it, putrech his hand under aclorh any 
roucherh the parties hand intereſled,, arid by nipping, rouching 
and.piaching of certaine joynts ot each others bands, chey knoy 
what.is biddeaiand demanded without words ſpeaking, which 
thele Broakers againe with the other hand coverdin the like max. 
ner,give notice of.to the party who ſets him on worke, and eirhe: 
ſo orders him to-proceed to bid more or lefje, or els to give over: 
and.iafter this manner are all their comtras here made, and after. 
ward by the ſaid Broaker regiſtred accordingly in leaves of tres 
which with them'is uſed as paper with us.

to #cchans, the houſe is taken,the Goverronr of the Towne ſends to know hoy 
long time he intends to ſtay with them, and withall appointeth 

certaine mazdes of the Towne to goe tohim, that out of them he 

may make choiſe of one whilſt he remaines there,and then having 

choſen one to his minde, he contrafts with her friends for her ul: 

for the ſaid time art an caſe rate, which done he bringeth her to his 

houſe or lodging, aad ſhee ſervech him willingly in all his affaires 

both by day and night, as both his ave and wife; bur then he mul 

rake care that during that time he keepeth not company with a- 

ny other woman; for ſo he might incurre agrear danger andperill 

- of his life by the law of the Countrey, Now when the time of his 

refidence is expired, he payeth the parents of the ma:d the price 

agreed for, anddeparterh quietly away, and ſhee returneth with 

credit to her friends, being as well eſteemed of as ever ſhee was 

before; and if afterward this wazd chance to marry,though with 
the principalleſt of the Countrey, and that the aforeſaid ſtranger 

{houſd againe returne hither tozrade, he may againe demand his 
r0-man,and he ſhall have her by the lawof the Countrey, without 

the reſiſtance of her huſband, or any ſhame unto him, and ſhee re- 

maineth by the ſtranger as long as he abiderh there, and he tra: 

velling from thence, ſhee goerh home to her husband againe, 

which amongſt them is held for a moſt ſure and inviolable law 
and cuſtome.

dities; and no other money is currant amonglt them. 

This Ganſa goeth by a wezght called a B:ſo, and his name of Bzſe 
goerh for the account of the wezghr, and theretorea Biſe ofa Ganſa 
5s accounted by ſtrangers there trading : R. or 2 ſh:1.6.4- ftarling, 
and albeit that gold and ſilver as all other commodiries doe rife 
and fall, yer this B:ſe never altererh in value or eſtimation. Every 
Biſe maketh a hundred Ganſaes of wezght, and ſo it doth come ro 


paſſe that the number of the money is Bzſa. 


In this Countrey is alſo ſeared rhe Towne of Martaven, a place 
of great traffique,and che Jaſt of chis coaſt;the Inhabirants where- 
of are wonderfull expert in making of hard waxe, which hence is 
diſperſed throughout 7ndza, and into many places of Ezrope; 
here is alſo made thoſe great eartben Jarrs or veſſels which ſerve 
them to keepe water, oyle, or any other liquor, and are much y- 
ſed in 1ndza, and aboord their ſhippes in ſtead of casks, barrells, 
and ſuch veſſells, and chronghour all theſe Countries are called

ZBNder the title of S:am I will comprehend the Citic of Of Siam and 

/®) Tenaſerim, a famous towne of traffique, and the Me- x 5395 ot 
[8 tropolis of a Kingdome alſo Poiraps, another Cirie thereot. 
(©) on this coaſt, nor farre diſtant from Sam ir ſelfe, 

| being aplace where the Engliſh Merchants have a 

reſidence and hold a Fa#orze, and laſtly S:am as the principall, 

andas one upon whom the reſt have a dependencie, both in mar- 

ter of government and trade. This Citie then of S:zam ſome yeares 

paſt (as appeares by the relation of that worthy Merchant Ryphe 

Fuche,and others)was the prime of all theſe and the neighbouring 

Regions ; but being for twenty-one moneths beſieged by rhe 

King of Pegu,who after foure monerths march incompaſſed it with 


a million and foure hundred thouſand Souldiers, and at lengrh by 
S 3 me anes 
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meanes of treaſon and nor of ftrengrh gained ir, drove the K; 
thereof ro thatdeſperarion that he poiſoned himſelfe with all hi, 
wives and children ; ſince which time ir hath obeyed ſever] 
Princes and beene ſubje&t to ſundrie Maſters, according to the 
various chance of warre, and of this Countrey, which in one age 
is ſeene here ſo diverſly ro alter into ſundry ſhapes; for a perry King 
which now commands one onely T owne or Province, in a fey 
yeares COmes to be a great Emperour over ſeverall Kingdomes,and 
eradventure that that great Emperour who now commanded {q 
many ſeverall Nations, within few yeares after is glad ro rule 0. 
vera ſmall Province, (ze, or 1laxd, which the Princes of Pegs 
and Szaxs have of late yeares to their great griefe found roo true 
by experience. | 

This Cirie of S:am is yet notwithſtanding the former ſuffered 
calamirie, a place of great traffique, not onely hence to Caachis 
china, Macau, Cantor, Mallacca, Cambaia and the 1ands, Semairs, 
Borneo, Banda and others by Sea, but alſo is much augmented by 
the zxland trade thereof,partly to Mariauan,T enaſerm and other, 
which are ſeared on the ſame Land, bur as ſeared on the backe fide 
thereof, and as injoying thereby the commoditrie of anorher Sez 
bur the ſame is found proper for trade by ics awne commodion 
ſcituarion, being on the bankes of that grear and famons River 
Henan, which rannerh hither through or rather thwarteth x 
dia, ariſing in the lake of Chramay, as they termeir, at leaſt 2) 
degrees from this Citie, where ir iflueth into the Sea, and is here 
found about the moneth of CAfarch ſo to overſwell his bankes, and 
the neighbouring Countrey, that it covereth the earth for 120 
miles in compaſle, and therefore the Inhabirants are ſaid tore 
tire themſelves during this inundation to the upper part of their 
houſes, ſo purpoſely made to avoide the inconveniencie of the 
waters, every houſe then having a boate or frigat belonging 
thereto, by which meages they converſe together and craffque, 
as on dry ſhoare, till the ſaid Rzver rerurne to her wonred chan- 
nell againe. 

The Kzzgs of chis Conntrey as indeed of all theſe Regions,art 
for the moft part Aferchanty, who gavethe Engleſh admircance to 
trade andrefidence here about 1612; upon whom he beſtowedah 
ſoa faire houſe for their aboad, and ware-houſes to lay up rheit 
merchandiſe 5 where ſince for ſome yeares they have continacd, 
bur of late yeares have leftir off and diſcontinued, upon the lirtle 
benefit this ſcale and Countrey affoorded them. 

The principall commodirees of this Citie and coaſt, arc cotton 
nens of {evera)l ſorts,and that excellent wine or d;ftilled liguonr, ca) 
led here by the name ef Nype, made of Cocos or India Nats, 200 
hence rranſporced into all parts of India, and the adjoyning Re 
gions: here is alſo great quantitie of Bexjamiyr, and of lace: where 


wich rhe har# wax is made thar is brought hence into ſundry pat 
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of the World, alſo that coſtly wood called by the Porrugals pals 
dangula, and calamba, which being good, is ew oe So Bhoer 
and gold; for rich perfumes, and rhe Wood ſapon uſed by dyers ; alfo 
heere is Camphora in grear plenty, Bezar ſtones and gold in ſome 
meaſure good ftore; alſo heere is found Dzamonds, Nurmegs, and 
ſome other Spices,which rhe Conntrey of ir ſelfe afforderth forthe 


maintenance of the rrade thereof.

red by particular licenſe ro ſome one in particular ; yer rg 
Maccau and HMallacca any Merchant may goe that will ; buc none 
may yet lade orunlade incither place, before ſuch time as theſ: 
Ships termed of the Xzxgs, are fully diſpatched and laden, and arc 
readie to depart for 7nd: it is recorded ” ſome Portugals tha 
this Captaines place may be worth to him for his parr 200 thouſand 
daccats,and that the ſaid Ship is commonly 1500 Tunnes in bur- 
then, and that the voyage continuecth for three years from 7xdz,

cheir better incouragemenr, and ro induce his people to thoſe N# 
vigations, he permitted them afcerward an ampler and larger li- 
bertic of that trade, reſerving certaine particular commodities onely 
to his owne uſe and benefit , neither did it otherwiſe appeare in 
the carriage of thoſe who were diſcoverers of the ff Indie, 
which we finde to be the Spanierds ; for though there wanted not 
faire and plauſible demonſtrations of winning the ſoules of thoſe 
poore people, yet by millions they were ſlvghtered, butchered 
and ſ[:ine, making a devaſtation in that Country of thoſe inno- 
cent inhabirants, as if there had beene no way to the eternall life 
of the ſoule but by apreſent death of the body, aiming thereby 35 
may bee conjecured particularly at the poſſcfion onely of thei 
eſtates 
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Rates, which by many deaths and rormenes, was drawne from 
ze, and converted to their owne and to their Sauer aigncs trea- 
ury, as appeares (ro che ſcandall of their Religion and of their 
King) in ſundry of their owne Authors publiſhed in many langua- 
xes :; theſe two countries then thus diſcovered, and thus by rapiae

1/lands, and diſtant from the 
maineland five miles, detended againſt the fury of 
the Sea, by abanke extending twenty Leagues in 

length, through which there is paſſage broken in 
ſever places for Boates, but no waies for ſhips, but at Mallamoces, 
and the Caſtles of Lio,whichare found ro be ſtrongly fortified: it is 
accounted to be eight miles in compaſle, and hath for convenien=- 
cy of paſſage neere 4oco bridges,and 12000, boates,as ſome of out 
moderne travellers have obſerved, It is the onely place where 
Palicie, Warfare and Merchandiſing have kiſt rogether, tor the moſt 
pare of thoſe Clariſimes which heere boaſt of their quality, great- 
nefſe or wiſdome, have either in themſelves or-in their aunceftors, 
had their originall from raffique and Merchandiſing, many of whom 
injoying this title of Noble families; I have knowne in Conttants- 
wile and other parts as Merchants and Fadtors, who in their youth 
excrcifing this Arte, doe afterward as their genius leades them, 
either become Capraines and Providitors in Caſtles, Forts, or Cities, 
or Ambaſſaders, and fo imployed into forraine States, or laſtly Se- 
175 a: home governing:the Common-wealth, bur their worth 
being in ir ſelfe ſufficiently knowne to the world, I ſhall deſcend ro 
the ſubjein hand. | 

This Citie then hath for many yeeres had the ſole commerce and 
iraffique of all the Mediterranean Seas, and not content therewith, 
have made that Citie the common Mar! of all the commodities of 

Arabia, Perſia, India, and thoſe Eaſterne rich Countries by their 

preat trade to Alexandrieand Cairo,which continued for many yeres; 

and when the Grecian Expire was bothin its height and in its de- 

(cent, they mannaged the ſole Tradethereof, till the Stare of Genoa 

did looke chereinto, and by their power and mighr at Sea, ſhared 

vith them therein : but the Portugal finding the way ro India by 

the Cape of Bona Speranſs, and the Engliſh and Dutch Merchants fol- 
lowing thoſe leaders , now bring thoſe rich commoditics that way 
rzighrro their own homes,which in former times they were con- 
trained to have from this Cirie at a farre dearer rate and ar a ſc- 
cond hand, fince which times, their c#Zomes have decaied, their

much as this iate have by their wiſedome made of late daies divers 
ſubcile decrees for the benefit of their owne #raffique, and for the re- 
gaining of their laſt :rade which are in themlelves prejudiciall to 
many other Nations, bur principally tothe Zng{ſh, I hould it not 
improper in this place to mention ſome of the principall thereof, 
char rhereby if any the able furtherers of the Zngliſh rraffique ſhall 
ngges to peruſe this Trad, fit remedies may bee cnaRted ro meete jnjurious de- 
theſe decrees, which I may call particularly injurious to the Engliſh crees of Verice 
SubjeRand Merchant, and tending ro draw the whole rrade of the —_— 
Levant Seas tothe City of Yexice onely,'to the generall prejudice of zxgiſvinihe 
the ſhipping of:H# Hejefly of England eraffiquing in thoſe Seas, Leveniew- 
which I conclude under five points. 
I. Firſt, they have confidered the lategreat Exportation of Cor- 
race out of Zant and Zeffalonia (two 1/lends of their Signory) imo 
Evglend, and that the principall Trade of the Enghſbinto their Sig- 
wry is onely for this Frazte, therefore chey have of late leavied an 
impoſition of een Duccats upon every thouſand of Cerrevce bought 
and ſhipped from the ſaid J{enas, ahd of later times have alſo intor- 
ced the pay ment of the ſaid 1mpoi7 at Yenice, which formerly and ar 
fuſt was free, and have diſcharged their owne SubjeRs thereof, to 
the ſpeciall — and prejudice of the Engifh.

broughe into the ciry of Yexece,and thoughſometimes Engliſh Mer- 
chants finds ir neceſſary in thoſe (eas totransferre ſome Ewgliſh goods 
out of one Eng/1ſh vefſcll into another, and yer not land the ſame, 
when as ſhips do happen to meet togerher and to be bound for ſ:ve- 
rall Ports, yer the ſame is not permitted them unles they pay the ſaid 
Impoit abovementioned, as if the ſaid goods were there really landed 
and ſold,contrary to the common cu#tome ofthe Mediterranean Seas. 
3. Thirdly, they have prohibited, that any Tarky commodities 
ſhould be landed ehere out of Exgliſh ſhipping, or any orher comme- 
diies rhat are afrerward to be ſhipped for rhe Kingdome of England, 
which for the conveniency of Ezgliſh ſhipping , the Engliſh Mer- 
ets trading into thoſe Seas have often occaſion of : but rhey doe 
compell the Engliſh firft ro ſend ſuch goods and wares to the Cirie 
of Yenice,purpolcly there topay the dury of e#/7omeand the dury of 
imo, before they will ſuffer them to ſhip the ſame for Foglend. 
4. They have made an aR for the imployment of theirowne

6. Torheſe I might adde ſome others, bur I will conclude it 
with this laſt poynt of ſi:ght and fallaciows oY ſome yeercs paſt, 
when as the Srenory of Venice had heerea permiſſion from His Muy. 
ſite of Englanatocontract with divers Merchants tor their ſhippes to 
ſerve againſt rhe Spaniards inthe Guife of Yenice , when the ſaid ſer.

Having by theſc few partici 1 rs given the ingeniovs Reader: 
taſte of theſe preſent policics enacted by this Nate of lare-forthe 
{upportarion of their decaying Trade, andalſo pgivena touch of the 
ſubcilcies uſed by chem ro preſerve thar little that is yet remaining, 
and their indcvours ro augment the ſame: I will now in a woid 
view the ſtate of the preſent rraffique of this Cirie,

affoorded many eminent cMerchants , 3nd hath not beene aſht-

ofthem, have with generall approbation both of their Subjes and 
neighbou's ſtrooke the principall ftroake in the governement of 
that Dakedeme, The fir firuation of their Cirie, the large extent of

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ſens harh much furthered the great Traffiqne of the ſame, what ic 
hath beene in times paſt, when their potency and Opulency was at 
the higheſt, and when they ſer our and gave imployment both in 
warre and peace to 390, ſaile ot Gallies,bc ſides all other fort of ve(- 
ſels; | referre rotheir owne Hiſtories, Their then rich trade to E. 
gopt for the commoartes of India, Arabia, and to Conitentinople and 
Aleppo for the commodities of Grecia, Armeaniaand Perſia, to Ger 
manie, France, Flanders and Eneland, for the commodities of thoſe 
Countrics, muſt needs make Tix Citie famous for the Trafjiqu:

deed rhe places where their #744 is of greateſt eminency, yetic 
isnot ſo great bur may be farhomed within a ſmall line, and as ma- 
by things have notably concurred in che loſſe of their former traf- 
vw abroad and in other kingdome<«(as the diſcovery of /nd/4 by the 
Portagall, the ſubverſion of the Greeke Empire by the Tark 5, and the 
favourable countenance of ſome of the late Kings of England to 
their owne Subjeas, for their incouragemenr in #r4de,ind their ge- 
nerall inclination thereto, ſo they in themſclves have been chiefe- 
ly wanting ro themſelves, and have ſufferedal>fle to fall io ſ-nft- 
bly vpon them; that hath been the greateſt ruine of their rraffique, 
compriſed within the myſtery of theſe cheir new Impoſts and the de- 
cay of rhe ſhipping and Navigators, which that Pr4xce muſt ever 
carefully avoid thar would have his Countrey and Subjects rhrive 
thereby ; and having now loſt all their #ra4e roall other places 
(the dominions of the great Twhke onely excepred their Shippes 
and Gallies are decayed, and their Mariners fled from them,
